Restue workers who had toiled 
through the night today continued 
removing bodies from the lower 
levels of the Old Town Coal Co.'s 
mine in North McAlester, where 
- 65 miners were trapped by 
an explosion and fire yesterday. 
-Frank Parker, a mining engineer, 
was killed outright. Parker's 
body was removed shortly after 

» the explosion. 

Sixty bodies had been recovered 
at 10 o’clock this morning from the 
mine. ‘The bodies are in two Mc- 
Alester morgues. Three men were 
rescued, unconscious from. the 
fifth entry of the shaft. The mine 
bookkeeper said he believed two 
bodies still were in the mine. 

The bodies of two men were re- 
eqgveréd just before daylight from 
the seventh west entry of the mine 
by rescue workers who had toiled 

. ceaselessly since 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. The two bodies 
were bruised and burned to such 
an extent that identification was 
difficult. 

These two bodies, those of Henry 
Skaggs, Negro, and Walter Mur- 
dock, white, showed that the ter- 
rific blast which endéd the lives 
of the men almost instantly ap-

Ignored Part of Motto. 
Twelve years ago, on the occa- 
sion of his first arrest in St. Louis, 
Burke offered this philosophy: 
“Any man wanting to put over 


incumbered by either a woman or 
a cripple” j 
He lived up to half of this phil- 
osophy. No cripples, but many 
women, have incumbered his crim- 
inal career. In fact, he was driv- 
ing to the 8t. Joseph, Mich., rail- 
road station to meét his latest 
sweetheart when he shot a police- 
man to escape arrest for a small 
automobile collisions -The woman, 
known as Viola Dane, is under ar- 
rest; Burke is at large, with $50,- 
000 in rewards for his capture, 
dead or alive. 

Burke, a confidence man at one 
stage of his caréer, rejoiced that he 
did not look, dress or talk as or- 
dinary “dese and dose” gangsters, 
The pose of business_ man . which 
he so often assumed enabled him 
to stop overnight at an Elks’ club 
before committing one bank hold- 
uP. 

“Soft-spoken like a woman, with 
the build of a p-tzefighter,” is a 
fitting description vf the man called 
by Inspector Garvin of the Detroit 
bomb squad: “Leader of the most 
desperate band of outlaws in the 
country, none of whom, I believe, 
will ever be taken alive.” 


Wears Expensive Clothing. 
Lacking an inch of being 6 feet 
tall, he carried his 200 pounds well. 


He wears expensive clothes, of fine 
texture but not flashy. His hair 
is medium brown, his eyes green- 
ish-yellow with a slight cast in the 
right eye. 

Burke was perhaps the only St. 
ga r who affected a mustache. 
His police pictures were taken at 
times when he wag without that 
adornment. 

“What I remember most of him 
are his eyes and very agreeable 
manners,” recalled one St. Louis 
police executive. “When arrested 
and questioned, .ke’ was not‘ sullen 
and defiant like most gangsters. He 
Was courteous and answered all 
questions, not necessarily truthful- 
ly. But before answering, he used 
to pause and study his questioner 
with’ his peculiar, deadly eyes. 

“It’s easy to understand how he 
passed as a prosperous business 
man. They say he’s hiding in the 
Chicago underworld now, but I 
wouldn't be surprised.if he were 
staying in a nice hotel somewhere, 
maybe at a winter resort.” 

By his own admissions the son 
of a well-tu-do grocer in. Lincoln, 
Neb., and a graduate of Nebraska 
University, Frederick R.- Burke, 
to use his full name, was a sales- 
man and real estate dealer before 


‘going into the underworld of Kan- 


sas City and &t. Louis. ‘ 

At the age of 32, he was arrest- 
ed by St. Louis police in 1917 ag he 
was about to obtain $1250 from a 
Chestnut street real estate dealer 
on a: forged deed of trust. As’ 
usual hé was putting yp a Te- 
spectable front, living at the Y. M. 
C. A. where a photograph of a 
beautifal woman and a bundle of 
endearing letters were found. 

: Jumped $3000 Bond. 
After: jumping a $3000 bond 
here, Burke served overseas and 
then resumed his forgeries in 
Detroit, served a. prison’ term, 
was returned back here and served 
another term. | 

Released in 1922, he began his

Chief of Letectives Kaiser says 
Burke was popular with women, 
but less so with men. 

“Gangsters didn't trust him,” 
said Chief Kaiser. “He was too 
quiet, not boisterous enough. They 
had an idea he wanted>to boss the 
gang. Besides, he was always after 
women. He used to hang around 
hotel lobbies and make dates with 
lonely women, usually middle-aged 
ones with*plenty -of money. His 
game was to. get their money. They 
always took him for the business 
man he represented himself to be. 

“He had a weakness for blondes, 
one after another. He even married 
one. She's living somewhere in 
Ohio today.” 

While he patronized the Max- 
welton Club and the Cuckoo gang 
headquarters, Red Allen's Sharp- 
shooters’ Club, Burke had. hide- 
aways of his own, clubhouses at 
Creve Coeur Lake and along the 
Meramec River, where he planned 
his crimes. 

In $38,000 Office Holdup. 

His “biggest job” in St. Louis 
was the $38,000 holdup of the 
United Rallways Co. offices in 
Although positively 
ideritified ds the only unmiasked 
member of the robber band of 
five, Burke was acquitted by a 
jury, which was denounced by Cir- 
cuit Judge Mix, who presided at 
the trial and who feferred to the 
defendant as an “infamous ex-con- 
vict” and a “rat.” ; 

Judge Mix warned the jurors: 
“If any of you*men see that good- 
looking man Burke, look out for 
him. He is ‘Dint’ Colbeck’s right 
hand man. The only difference 
between them is that Colbeck 
planned the big jobs at Maxwelton 
Inn and this defendant and his 
cronies executed them.” 

Subsequently Burke was impli- 
cated by a companion in holdups 
at the North St. Louis Trust Co., 
City Trust Co. and St. Louis Thea- 
ter. 

It was rumored also that Burke 
had received $500 for “tipping off” 
the Collinsville (Tll.) mail robbery 
for which his pal, Milford Jones, 
a Cuckoo gangster, and the. Shel- 
ton brothers, Carl, Berne and Hari, 
are now awaiting trial

Charies Wurtz, 26 years old, a 
laborer, who surrendered at Wash-/ 

ton, Pa., last Saturday on & 
eharge of killing his wife, Marie, | 
$t her home, 2225 South es 
treet, June 24, 1928, was returned 
to St, Louis yesterday. 
1 Wurtz declared his conscience 
forced him to surrender, although 
saying that the shooting of his wife 


was an accident. 

Bo “] married her when she was 
$6 and we quarreled because she 
went out with other fellows in 
automobiles and on motorcycles,” 
Wurtz explained. “She went to her 
mother’s home, and I lived with 
my parents. I was working steady 
as a chauffeur for the American 
Car & Foundry Co. and thought 
she should quit running around. 
The night she was killed I went 
to her mother’s house and told her 
I was going to get a divorce. We 
were alone in the kitchen. When 
I started to leave she got a re- 
volver I had given her for protec- 
tion when we were living together 
and told me not to go. I struggied 
with her and the revolver was dis- 
charged and shé fell to the floor. 
I ran out taking the revolver with 
me.” 

Wurtz said he threw the re- 
volver in the Mississippi River and 
slept in a clump of weeds that 
night. Next day he heard his de- 
scription broadcast over the radio 
and left for Detroit, Mich He 
later went to Gray Summit, Mo., 
and worked in railroad shops for 
four months. Subsequently he 
journeyed to Kansas City, Omaha, 
Neb., and then went east, picking 
up odd jobs in Pittsburg, Pa. 

“My conscience kept bothering 
me and finally I just had to get 
this thing off my mind or £0 
crazy, so I walked into the county 
Jail at Washington, Pa., and told 
them I was wanted in St. Louis.” 
' When he gave himself up Wurtz 
/was attired in overalls and had 45 
cents in his pockets.

But Mustn’t Meddle With 
Lyon Statue, Mayor Says 


W. T. Trueblood, Chairman of Last Body of 
the Kind, Condemns Monument Which 
Sculptor Defends as Modernistic. 


Failure to appoint members to 
the Municipal Art Commission is 
to be mended by Mayor Miller four 
years after the commission expired 
and a week after, local artists con- 
tend, the horse not only got out 
of the stable but also achieved per- 
manent display in a public place. 

The horse in the case is that in 
the equestrian statue of Gen. Na- 
thaniei Lyon at Grand and Pine 
boulevards, for which the Camp 
Jackson Union Soldiers’ Monument 
association raised $15,000 by pop- 
ular subscription.

On the bronze plate on the 
monument Gen. Lyon’s Chris- 
tian name, Nathaniel, is mis- 
spelled “‘“Nathanial,”’ the letter “a” 
instead of an “e” being before the 
final letter. The plate is imper- 
fectly cast, the name of B. Gratz 
Brown, a Missouri Governor, ap- 
pearing as “B. Gratz Browr,” and 
the final letter “r’’ being omitted 
in the spelling of “treasurer.” 

It was the outspoken  criti- 
cism of the city’s article which 
the Mayor to re- 
vive the commission, but he re- 
mained positive that it would have 
nothing effective to say about “the 
horse monument.” 

“They can’t change that,” the 
Mayor reiterated today. “The G. 
A. R. paid for it, and it’s there.” 

“Suppose the revived comntission 
finds that it’s a monstrosity, and so 
reports to you,” he was asked,

BRIG, GEN. HAYTER DIES; 
FAMOUS CANADIAN SOLDIER 


Served in South African and World 
Wars and Won D. 8. O. 
. in 1915. 
By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Dec. 18.—Brigadier- 


General Ross* John Finnis Hayter. 
Cc. B. Cc. M. G., D. 8S. O., distin- 
guished Canadian soldier, died of 
appendicitis yesterday. A son of 
Ross W. Hayter and grandson of 
John Hayter, court painter to 
Queen Victoria, he was born in 
Toronto, Ont., in 1875, and entered 
the British army in 1895. 

After fighting throughout the 
South African war, he served: con- 
tinuously with the Canadian ex- 
peditionary force from 1914 to 
1919, as Brigade Major, Staff Offi- 
cer, Brigadier-General in command 
of the Terith Canadian Infantry 
Brigade, and finally, in October, 
1918, as Brigadier-General, general 
staff, Canadian Corps. From 1919 
to 19823 he served on the general 
staff of the Western command of 
the British. army.

(Basis for fancy candies.) 

Three cups suger, one cup boil- 
ing water, ofie-cighth ‘teaspoon 
cream of tartar, one teaspoon va- 
nilla, one teaspoon lemon extract, 
green coloring, pink coloring. 

Thoroughly mix the sugar, water 
and cream ef tartar. Coek gently 

evenly and without _ stirring 

until a soft ball will keep its shape’ 
when slowly poured into a cup of 
cold water. Carefully pour into 
two shallow soup bowls which have’ 
been rinsed out of cold water. Let 
stand on a flat surface and without 
mixing or stirring until it becomes
